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The MVTA sent a letter to 
the County on Feb. 29 stating 
more information was brought 
to their attention about the 
land where the new adminis¬ 
tration building is to be con¬ 
structed. 

According to the letter, the 
MVTA received information the 
property, owned by the County 
namely SE quarter 5-32- 1-W5. 
has an old landfill site, and the 
S\V quarter 5-32-1-W5 has an 
old chemical container waste 
drop off site located on it. 

The letter went on to say “It 
was reported to us that, after 
the County purchased the prop¬ 
erty in 1974, the County took 
equipment and dozed the entire 
contents of the old homestead 
into a pit, and buried it on the 
property very close to the new 
building location. The landfill 
site is reported to be filled with 
old tractors, combines, thrash¬ 
ing machines, vehicles, barrels, 
batteries, old house and out¬ 
buildings, trash and anything 
else that was left on the prop¬ 
erty. They also have reasonable 
grounds to believe that the 
County hauled barrels of waste 
products which may have con¬ 
tained old solvents, used anti¬ 
freeze etc. that was stored at 
the County shop, out to this 
site and disposed of it as well.”

Municipal leaders 
meet with CHR

Municipal leaders from the 
rural areas in the Calgary 
Health Region north of Calgary 
met Thursday, March 4 at the 
Airdrie Town Office. CEO Jack 
Davis, Chair David Tuer and 
members of the Board and Staff 
hosted the meeting. 

Communication is an area 
that CHR hopes to improve 
with ongoing two way commu¬ 
nication and a “heads up” to 
communities before announc¬ 
ing news. 

Long Term Care will become 
a larger issue as our population 
ages. Providing the most appro¬ 
priate and widest range of serv¬ 
ices for seniors will be a prior¬ 
ity. Services should begin with 
assistance as needed to seniors 
in their own homes, and logi¬ 
cally be provided outside of hos¬ 
pital as much as possible. 
Didsbury’s innovative partner¬ 
ship with the Seniors’ Housing 
Foundation for assisted living 
is a model for new ways of pro¬ 
viding appropriate levels of care 
through partnerships. 

A Long Term Care Needs 
Assessment and report has just 
been completed for the region. 
There are recommendations 
that will now come to the 
Board. This was a necessary 
step toward deciding how to 
meet current and future needs 
before going ahead with new ex¬ 
penditures like a replacement 
of Unit 3. It is a CHR priority 
for Long Term Care patients to 
remain in their own commu¬ 
nity. 

Major central hospitals are 
used best for high volumes of 
procedures and patients, with 
a critical mass of doctors and 
specialists. If rural hospitals 
are used for surgeries, it would 
be for those with low acuity. 

Rural hospitals will not be 
abandoned. 

The CHR Board and execu¬ 
tive are committed to: 

1. Patient safety and quality. 

2. Access to health care. 

Diagnostic and treatment 

centers will be built in the 
South and Northwest areas of 
Calgary. It is a goal to provide 


a consistent standard to access 
for urgent care. The service, not 
the infrastructure is the focus. 
A top quality acute care system 
is the goal. Top technology is 
very expensive, but can be lo¬ 
cated in a major central hospi¬ 
tal. To that end, a new PET 
scanner that can detect cancers 
better has just been purchased. 

There were some questions 
from rural areas about trans¬ 
portation for cancer patients. 
The Tom Baker Center does not 
operate under the CHR, but 
rather the Cancer Board. Ap¬ 
parently, the Tom Baker Center 
has accommodations for a mile¬ 
age allowance patients under¬ 
going procedures. CHR under¬ 
stands that options for trans¬ 
portation and access are limited 
in rural areas. Lori Anderson’s 
rural experience has provided 
insight to barriers that may not 
be apparent in cities. 

Changes to ambulance fund¬ 
ing and delivery are a provin¬ 
cial decision, but the CHR ex¬ 
pects that existing providers 
would be paid and coordinated 
by them, if changes are an¬ 
nounced. They are not expect¬ 
ing to replace municipal or pri¬ 
vate providers, and there would 
be no transfer of assets from a 
provider to the health author¬ 
ity- 

Pandemic coordination will 
be done by CHR with local Dis¬ 
aster Services groups. There is 
a federal Public Health Agency 
that is being set up that will 
provide direction and coordina¬ 
tion across Canada. 

Successes: Heathlink, the 
phone-in health line, is work¬ 
ing well. Mental health areas 
are integrated with the hospi¬ 
tals, providing more seamless 
care. 

The former Headwaters Re¬ 
gion Chair is on the CHR 
Board, and assures us that his 
initial concerns have been ad¬ 
dressed, and that we should 
expect that we will be able to 
give the Calgary Health Region 
and the CHR Board a positive 
report card by next year. 

The CHR board made a com¬ 
mitment to meet with munici¬ 
pal leaders at least once a year.

Ag. Minister hopeful in 
border re-opening

The BSE “Mad Cow” crisis 
which rocked Alberta’s Agri¬ 
culture industry isn’t over 
just yet, warns Alberta’s Ag¬ 
riculture Minister, Shirley 
McClellan, but added that Al¬ 
berta is “getting the crisis un¬ 
der control.” 

McClellan, who was in Olds 
on Saturday, says that the ag¬ 
riculture industry has had 
some of the worst luck, and 
says that the crisis has had a 
ripple effect on all Albertans - 
not just the farmers and pro¬ 
ducers. 

“It has been a challenging 
year, which came on the heels 
of a challenging year which I 
think made it even worse. 
When you had the worst 
drought you have had in 130 
years, and you follow that up 
with a case of BSE I don’t 
think you could create a worse 
recipe for bad news for the ag¬ 
ricultural industry,” 

McClellan said, who was 
speaking at the Olds-Didsbury- 
Three Hills PC Association 
Annual General Meeting. 

McClellan says that, at 
times, Albertans don’t realize 
the effect that the “Mad Cow 
Crisis” has had on the Prov¬ 
ince. 

“This has been felt in every 
corner of the Province,” she 
said. “Sometimes we forget 
how hard this has been on our 
municipalities, sometimes we 
forget how hard it has been on 
the local dress shop. We think 
of the trucks, the people in the 
feed lots, and we think of the 
cow/calf producer. But, we for¬ 
get the corner store, we forget 
the coffee shop, and we some¬ 
times forget the hardware 
store. This has touched every¬ 


one and I think that it is most 
interesting that it has even 
touched city people. 

There are a lot of people and 
a lot of jobs attached to this.” 

McClellan says that Alberta 
has been criticized for stepping 
into federal government terri¬ 
tories when it came to speak¬ 
ing out on the BSE crisis, and 
attempting to work with the 
United States to have the bor¬ 
ders re-opened. 

“At times we have been ac¬ 
cused of being pushy or a little 
too aggressive. 

But you know, I reminded 
my colleagues across Canada 
that Alberta has 70 per cent 
plus of the cattle in Canada. We 
feed almost 70 per cent of the 
cattle that are fed in Canada. 
Are we aggressive? Are we go¬ 
ing to deal with this? You bet 
we are. This is a multi-billion 
business in our Province. And 
we are going to do everything 
that we can to assist them and 
to ride this wave on the up¬ 
side.” 

McClellan touched on “ru¬ 
mours” which have been cir¬ 
culating that there has been 
a mismanagement of funds, as 
far as the $400 million BSE 
aide package is concerned. 

There have been some alle¬ 
gations that dollars have 
been going to the processors, 
rather than to the producers 
which is incorrect, 
McClellan says. 

“Every check that was 
made out under the BSE re¬ 
covery program went to the 
owner of the cattle. I think 
that is where you would ex¬ 
pect it to go,” she said. 
“There has been no cover up 
(as we have been accused of). 
At the conclusion of the pro¬ 
gram I will present a list - and 


it’s long - of every check that 
was written, the person or 
corporation that it was writ¬ 
ten to and the amount that it 
was written for. When you 
accept public dollars you ac¬ 
cept this accounting practice” 

McClellan says that ap¬ 
proximately 10 per cent of the 
$400 million aide package has 
went to setting up a new test¬ 
ing lab in Edmonton to test 
for BSE which will put 
through a 1,000 tests a week, 
as well funds have been des¬ 
ignated to try to find new 
homes for beef that once went 
south of the border. 

“(Prior to this BSE crisis) 
70 per cent went south, so we 
have to find a new home now.” 

McClellan says that the 
government has also been ac¬ 
cused of using this aide pack¬ 
age as a way to win the next 
election, which is also not 
correct, she says. 

“This is not a political foot¬ 
ball. Hundreds of thousands 
of people’s lives hang on this, 
and you are in a ranching 
country, in a feed lot country, 
in a barley country, in a si¬ 
lage company - you know 
that.” 

As far as when the borders 
will fully open again, 
McClellan didn’t have any an¬ 
swers, but says she is hope¬ 
ful. 

McClellan recently went 
down to Washington on a two- 
day trip and met with the Na¬ 
tional Association of States 
Department of Agricultural. 

“Their desire, I believe, is 
to resume normal trading as 
quickly as possible. (But,) 
they do have a process that 
they have to go through, and 
their rules are set and they 
have to follow them.”

The week of March 10 to 
17 marks Canadian Agri¬ 
cultural Safety Week. This 
year’s theme is Farm 
Safety Makes $ense and it 
highlights the real costs of 
farm injuries and fatalities, 
both business and personal. 

Farmers think about the 
costs of doing business 
every day. From the price 
of seed and fertilizer to 
machinery and equipment 
costs, how we spend our 
money is a critical part of 
our operation. But how 
much does a farm-related 
injury cost? 

According to the Cana¬ 
dian Agricultural Injury 
Surveillance Program, 
nearly two-thirds of farm 
fatalities happen to the 
owner-operation. An in¬ 
jury or fatality can be a 
devastating blow to a 
farm’s economic future. 
Let’s face it; most farm 
owners are the primary op¬ 


erator of their farms. Your 
operation depends on you. 
So whether you’re working 
around livestock or farm 
equipment please take care 
safety is always worth it! 

While there certainly is 
an economic cost to farm 
injuries, it is the personal 
cost that is the most devas¬ 
tating. For every prevent¬ 
able accident or death, a fam¬ 
ily and community have 
been changed forever. 
There is no dollar amount 
that can be attributed to an 
injury or a loss of life. 

Farming can be a danger¬ 
ous profession. Last year in 
Alberta, there were 1,376 
farm-related accidents and 
14 farm-related fatalities. 
Most of us have been 
touched by this statistic. I 
too experienced the loss of 
a dear friend and neighbour 
in a farm accident last year. 
One accident is too many, 
and we must do more as an 


industry to keep our farms 
and ourselves safe. 

Our department is excited 
to launch a new CD ROM en¬ 
titled Farm Safety: It’s No 
Accident! that will help pro¬ 
ducers assess the safety of 
their operations. Available 
free-of-charge, it provides 
checklists and goals sheets 
to help farmers start devel¬ 
oping a safety plan for the 
operation. 

From loss of productivity 
to loss of life, making farm 
safety a priority is essential 
to the future of any farm 
operation. I urge everyone 
who lives, works or visits a 
farm to be safe. We invest 
in our farms, so we should 
invest in our safety because 
“safe agriculture is a sound 
business practice that pays 
off.”

Within the law, spanking 
within reasonable limits has 
supposedly been upheld. 

Yet on far too many occa¬ 
sions, children have been 
forcefully taken from par¬ 
ents (kicking and scream¬ 
ing) into control of Social 
Services unfairly. I have 
watched as Social Services 
(who are to be representa¬ 
tives of the people of AB) 
through trust and good will, 
abuse their prerogative as 
defenders and have rather 
become persecutors of those 
in faith-based loving fami¬ 
lies. 

In the first sentence of 
preamble of the Canadian 
Charter of Rights and 
Freedoms it states: Whereas 
Canada is founded upon 
principles that recognize the 
supremacy of God and the 
rule of law. 


Whether you (or I) are 
religious, or not, the Char¬ 
ter guarantees under Demo¬ 
cratic Rights and Funda¬ 
mental freedoms: (a) free¬ 
dom of conscience and reli¬ 
gion, (b) freedom of 
thought, belief, opinion and 
expression. 

Yet time and time again, 
freedom to express funda¬ 
mental beliefs in every day 
living situations are being 
challenged by an increas¬ 
ingly hostile secular court. 

We are, in my opinion, 
witnessing a civil war on 
families and traditional val¬ 
ues. Peculiarly Canadian, 
rights that are supposedly 
entrenched in the 1982 
Charter are overruled by a 
power hungry tyrannical ju¬ 
dicial system. 

Tied to a U.N. incentive, 
the prize is our children and 
their future. The loss is our 
inalienable rights and her¬ 
itage. 

As any family, the Nue’s 
may have made mistakes, but 
with the deception, bulling 
and seditious manner their 
case has been handled, this 
family has grounds to ques¬ 
tion the ‘good will’ of Child 
Welfare and Social Services. 
Today, I recognize, that my 
parents loved me enough to 
disciple me - when I needed 
it. Thank God! 

“Return the Nue children 
to their mother”! Return 
Justice and decency as well!

Tony Martens, County as¬ 
sistant commissioner met with 
Alberta Environment on 
March 3 to discuss this issue. 

“We met with them, and 
they are now investigating the 
possibility,” said Martens. 
“They will let us know what 
they find out.” 

Alberta Environment was 
also contacted by the MVTA 
about the possible landfill site. 

Alberta Environment’s in¬ 
vestigation will include an in¬ 
terview with Syd Vollmin, the 
current executive director for 
MVTA, on Mountain View 
County at the time the land was 
bought and the alleged burying 
of waste took place. 

Vollmin sat on council for 18 
years, (12 as Reeve). 

He said he could not help the 
investigation because “I don’t 
know anything about it.” 

Vollmin said he can remem¬ 
ber the county purchased the 
land for the purpose of build¬ 
ing an airport and using the rest 
as a landfill site. 

“We didn’t know, until some¬ 
body told us, that you couldn’t 
have a landfill beside an airport 
because of the birds it would 
attract,” said Vollmin. 

He doesn’t rule out this 
most resent claim because 
“there was many things that 
went on I didn’t know what 
happened.” 

Vollmin said it was common 
practice, 30 years ago. for many 
municipalities to bury things. 

“It was normal (back then) 
to bury stuff, every town has. I 
could never see the sense of tak¬ 
ing our garbage to Calgary or 
Rocky Mountain House to bury 
it. I always thought we should 
be taking care of it on our 
own,” said Vollmin. 

The MVTA letter sent to the 


county claims “we feel this is 
an environmental issue which 
could pose a possible serious 
health threat to the public as 
well as present county employ¬ 
ees who will be working at this 
location. We are also of the un¬ 
derstanding that water wells 
will be drilled in this immedi¬ 
ate area, and due to the nature 
of this landfill site, the County 
must proceed with due dili¬ 
gence to address and resolve 
this problem before forging for¬ 
ward with the new building.” 

This is the second letter the 
County has received from the 
MVTA regarding the land the 
new administration building is 
to be built on. 

The first letter stated people 
came forward to the MVTA 
with information of possible 
burial grounds or a grave site 
on the land. The County is still 
investigating whether or not 
this is true. 

“We have talked to people in 
the province and they are send¬ 
ing us a letter of recommenda¬ 
tions as to what we should do,” 
said Martens. “These are 
things we have to look at, if 
there is a burial ground we 
don’t want to disturb it.” 

In each letter MVTA states 
these are not attempts to delay 
the proposed construction of 
the new county building, rather 
they are only relaying informa¬ 
tion that was given to them. 
They are not sure why this in¬ 
formation is being given to 
them and not to the County. 

Vollmin said most of the in¬ 
formation that comes forward 
to MVTA happens during the 
discussion that occurs after 
MVTA meetings. 

“You get people who are dis¬ 
satisfied and bring us informa¬ 
tion. When this guy came to me

(to tell about the possible 
landfill site) I told him to (tell 
the other executive members) 
because I didn’t want anything 
to do with it,” said Vollmin. 

He said whatever is there is 
the responsibility of this 
present council. 

“It has to be dealt with and 
they (ratepayers) have the 
right to bring it up,” said 
Vollmin. 

Martens said the county is 
taking necessary steps to deal 
with this information. 

“We will do whatever Al¬ 
berta Environment tells us to 
do about the possible landfill 
site,” said Martens. “Our 
records do show that the area 
was cleaned up when we 
bought the land, and some 
things were buried there, but 


not a landfill site.” 

According to Martens six 
test holes were drilled on the 
property and nothing was 
found. 


“It is only six holes so we 
could of missed something,” 
he said. “If these things are 
there then we will deal with 
it.”

2004 which will, upon final passage and approval, authorize the proper 
officers of Mountain View County to lend monies to the Mountain View Regional Waste Management 
Commission to assist in the purchase of bins for rural bin pickup service. 

The maximum amount of the loan is Ninety-seven Thousand, Eight Hundred Ninety-six ($97,896) Dollars and 
will not exceed Mountain View County's debt limit. The minimum rate of interest on the loan to the Mountain 
View Regional Waste Management Commission shall be equivalent to the annual rate of interest the County earns 
on the previous year's long term investments. The source of the money to be loaned shall be funds in the County's 
Working Capitaf Reserve. The issuance of the loan shall be provided subject to an agreement between Mountain 
View County and the Mountain View Regional Waste Management Commission. Tne loan shall be issued in such 
a manner that the principal and interest will be made payable in, as nearly as possible, equal annual installments 
over a maximum period of six (6) years with no prepayment penalty. 

NOW THEREFORE NOTICE is hereby given by the Council of Mountain View County that, unless a petition of 
the electors for a vote on Bylaw No. 05/04 is demanded, as provided for by the terms of Section 231 ofthe 
Municipal Government Act, the said Council may pass the said loan bylaw.

Anyone wishing to file a petition regarding the proposed Bylaw must do so in compliance with the requirements 
contained in Sections 222-226 and 231 of the Municipal Government Act R.S.A. 2000 c.M-26, which include (but 
are not limited to) the following:

15 days after the last date on which the proposed Bylaw is advertised.

Pursuant to Section 1 (i) of the Municipal Government Act an "elector" means: 

A person who is eligible to vote in the election for a councillor under the Local Authorities

Pursuant to section 47( 1) of the Local Authorities Election Act a person is eligible to vote 
in an election if that person: 

(a) is at least 18 years old, 

(b) is a Canadian citizen, and 

(c) has resided in Alberta for the 6 consecutive months immediately preceding election day 
and is a resident in the area on election day. 

The petition must be signed by electors of Mountain View County equal in number to at least 10 percent 
of the population. 

Each page of the petition must contain an identical statement of purpose of the petition, the petitioner's 
given name and signature, the street address of the petitioner or the legal description of the land upon 
which the petitioner lives, and the date on which the petitioner signs the petition.

The petition must also attach a signed statement of a person who 
states to be the representative of the petitioners and whom the municipality may direct inquiries about 
the petition.

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Teaching a dog to help people with disabilities

Local woman, Coreen Froese, 
has taken on a new challenge in 
her life. On Dec. 15th Froese be¬ 
came an oflicial puppy raiser for 
PADS, and brought “Chase” into 
her home to train. 

PADS, Pacific Assistance Dogs 
Society, is a charitable, non-profit 
organization located in Burnaby, 
B.C. They serve people in Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, and Manitoba. 
Their mission is to raise and train 
dogs for people who are facing the 
daily challenges of a disability 
other than blindness, in order to 
provide them a greater level of in¬ 
dependence and enhanced quality 
of living. 

“I have always been interested 
in doing something, in the sum¬ 
mer I found the PADS website, and 
it had a Calgary link," said Froese. 
“1 had never found something like 
this in the area before.” 

Chase, who came from a 
breeder in Kentucky, was chosen

by PADS based on his behaviour. 
They decided he had the right per¬ 
sonality for this type of work. 

“I take him wherever I go,” 
said Froese. “Its part of the train¬ 
ing. He comes to work, shopping, 
church, and restaurants with me. 
It is all part of socializing him for 
any situation.” 

Chase was donated to PADS 
when he was eight weeks old, and 
will stay with Froese until he is a 
year, which will be in October. 

The dogs used to stay under 
the care of the dog owner until 
they were 17 months old, this re¬ 
cently changed so it would be 
easier on the families, and less of 
a time commitment. 

“I really enjoy doing this but it 
is a lot of work,” said Froese. “It 
is a lot harder then I thought it 
would be. It is so fun watching 
him pick up the different com¬ 
mands I have been teaching him.” 

The dog trainers are responsi¬ 
ble for teaching the animal basic 
obedience, taking them to a puppy 
class every Monday night, and 
taking the dog with them every¬ 
where.

“I am getting him accus¬ 
tomed to crowd noises,” said 
Froese. “I have taken him to 
hockey games in Carstairs. 
People are usually pretty un¬ 
derstanding that I have to take 
him everywhere with me, I 
sometimes have problems in 
restaurants.” 

If ever a time comes when 
Froese has to be away from 
Chase, puppysitters are avail¬ 
able. 

“The first time I ever had to 
give Chase to a puppysitter was 
very hard for me,” said Froese. 
“I gave them a long list of his 
likes and dislikes, and had to 
tell them what he likes to do, 
etc.” 


Chase is a Toy Golden Doo¬ 
dle, which is a Golden Re¬ 
triever, Toy Poodle cross. 
PADS trains mostly Golden Re¬ 
trievers, Labs, and standard 
Poodles. They partner the small 
dogs with people with hearing 
impairments because the dog 
alert sounds by jumping on a 
person’s lap or by getting ex¬ 
cited. They alert noises such as 
traffic noises, door bells, 
phones, and baby’s crying. 
They are also trained to pick 
things up the person may have 
dropped without realizing it. 

After Chase leaves Froese’s 
care, he will head back to 
Burnaby for four to six more 
months of training, then he will 


be placed with a person with a 
hearing impairment. Chase will 
learn some sign language for obe¬ 
dience commands. 

“I have always enjoyed work¬ 
ing with people and animals, and 
now I do both,” said Froese. “I 
really like the idea of dogs helping 
people with disabilities do difficult 
things, it fascinates me.” 

Once her time with Chase is 
up, Froese is not sure if she will 
train a new dog. 

“It will be very hard to let him 
go,” said Froese. “I hear it is easier 
to adjust if you get a new dog, but 
we will see. If not I will be a puppy 
sitter.” 

If you are interested in becom¬ 
ing a puppyraiser you must go 


through a screening process. You 
can have other pets, but no pup¬ 
pies under 12 months of age, no 
more than three other dogs, all 
must be spayed or neutered and 
have all vaccinations up to date 
including rabies and bortadella. 

If you see a dog that is be¬ 
ing trained (they wear a bright 
yellow vest that says they are 
being trained), you must ask 
before you pet them otherwise 
it distracts them, and they are 
to pay attention to their part¬ 
ner at all times. 

In an average PADS places 
about 10 dogs a year. For more

Day calls - 4 
Evening calls - 9 
Night calls - 2 
The total calls put us 
in the field for 15.5 hours 
in all. 

From the archives of 
the DDFD - 1908: 

After more than a year 
of shopping and debate, 
Town Council decided to 
purchase two 48 gallon 
chemical cylinders for 
Town fire protection. 
Their other options were 
either too expensive 
($20,000 - $30,000) or 
impractical (1-60 gallon 
cylinder). The cost of the 
new equipment would be 
less than $1000.00 for the 
2 cylinders and less than 
$2000 for a building to 
store them in.

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Memorial Park, making 
its mark in Didsbury

The Memorial Park 
project is well 
underway, the motion 
to have it was first 
passed by council in 
February of 2002, pres¬ 
ently the four ball dia¬ 
monds are all levelled, 
and the rocks are all 
picked out, so what 
now? 

“The next step is 
fencing,” said Chris 
McKenna, Town direc¬ 
tor of operations. 

Between $100,000 
and $120,000 has al¬ 
ready been spent on the 
park, and now it is time 
to get active. 

“It would be great if 
we could get all the 
groups that will be us¬ 
ing the park involved 
in different ways to 
help out,” said Rhonda 
Hunter, Town director 
of community services. 
“We want to put to¬ 
gether a Memorial 
Park Action Commit¬ 
tee.” 

The Town will be ac¬ 
cessing all available 
grants for the project, 
without taking away 
from any other projects 
going on. 

Within the 12 acres 
of land for the park, 
the plans include a full 
size baseball diamond, 
two slow-pitch/fastball 
diamonds, and a kid’s 
diamond. It will also 
include a playground, 
outdoor theatre, and a 
pond which will be used 
for skating in the win¬ 
ter. 

The park will also 
feature a 1.5 km trail 
throughout the park 
that people can walk, 
jog, bike, or roller 
blade on, with a great 
view of the ball dia¬ 
monds, the play¬ 
ground. the outdoor 
theatre, the pond, and 
plenty of green space. 
The trail will be paved 
with a line marking 
two lanes. 

“We have raised 
$5000 so far for the 
trial.” said Hunter. 

There are donation 
packages available 
such as; you can pur¬ 
chase one metre of the 


trail for $15, and your 
name will be listed on 
a display board. You 
can also purchase 10 
meters for $ 15 0 and 
your name will be 
listed on a personalized 
name plate on the dis¬ 
play board. A park 
bench and tree can be 
bought for $1000, and 
your name will be 
listed on the bench. 
There are limited units 
available. Lastly you 
can purchase a tree 
along the trail and 
your name will be 


listed on a Tree Donor 
display board. Any of 
these packages make 
great gift ideas, or are 
just a great way to pur¬ 
chase a memory. 

The grass seeds have 
all been spread, and the 
grass will grow in over 
the summer. The Town 
thanks Wayne and Ron 
Poffenroth and Dwayne 
Archer for their help 
doing this. 

The park will offi¬ 
cially open in the 
spring of 2005. The 
stage will open this 
summer, and the dia¬ 
monds, fencing, and 
the trial will ideally be 
roughed in by Septem¬ 
ber. 

“We will have the 
grand opening in the 
spring of 2005.” said 
Hunter. "We will con¬ 
tinue to expand on the 
park, there is a lot of 
potential down the 
road for freestyle 
BMX.”

The couple say the men 
made no demands and did 
not steal anything. The cou¬ 
ple say they have never had 
any difficulty with the men 
before. 

Alyce - who was a school 
teacher in Mountain View 
County for 47 years and who 
was recently nominated for 
the Citizen of the Century 
award in Carstairs, says she 
taught the both men Grade 
12 . 

Police have arrested two 
48-year-old men, Stuart and 
Kenneth Bell, in connection 
with the incident, said 
Didsbury RCMP Const. Steve 
Woolnaugh confirmed Saturday. 

The men are scheduled to 
make their first appearance in 
Calgary provincial court on 
Monday. The police investiga¬ 
tion is continuing, said Cpl.

The RCMP investigation 
into a murder-suicide that 
left two men dead and a 33- 
year-old woman in hospital 
with gunshot wounds in 
Sundre on Feb. 27 contin¬ 
ues, with investigators still 
conducting interviews with 
parties of interest, say po¬ 
lice. 

Questions still to be an¬ 
swered include where the 
weapon used in the slayings 
came from, and whether al¬ 
cohol or drugs were in¬ 
volved. 

Sundre RCMP say resi¬ 
dent Darcy Doyle forced his 
way into a rural home two 
kilometres east of town at 
about 10:30 on Feb. 27. Once 
inside he produced a sawed- 
off shotgun and shot home- 
owner Dick Ratcliff in the 
chest, killing him. 

He then chased his es¬ 
tranged Nicolette Doyle into 
the yard and shot her, 
wounding her. Darcy then 
returned to the house and 
killed himself. 

Nicolette Doyle remains 
in hospital with undis¬ 
closed, non-life threatening 
injuries. 

The autopsies on both 
men have been completed, 
although the official results 
have not been released. 

Darcy Doyle was facing 
two charges of uttering 
threats against Ratcliff and 
Nicolette Doyle at the time 
of the shooting. Those 
charges stemmed from an 
Feb. 11 incident when the 
accused allegedly threat¬ 
ened to kill both individu-

Police seized five unreg¬ 
istered firearms from 
Doyle’s Sundre-area resi¬ 
dence on that day. 

Nicolette Doyle ap¬ 
proached RCMP on Feb. 16 
and asked that the condi¬ 
tions of Darcy Doyle’s re¬ 
lease, which include a no 
contact condition, be with¬ 
drawn. 

“It was suggested to her 
that she phone the Crown,” 
said Sundre RCMP Sgt. 

Jay Arsenault. “She did 
the next day and talked to a 
secretary about what her 
wishes were.” 

The next day, on Feb. 17, 
Nicolette Doyle telephoned 
Crown prosecutors in 
Calgary and asked that the 
conditions and charges of 
uttering threats pending 
against Darcy be with¬ 
drawn. (That request came 
in the form of a telephone 
call to the Crown's office, 
not through an email as pre¬ 
viously reported). 

The Crown had been pre¬ 
pared to have Darcy Doyle 
enter into a peace bond, a 
civil agreement between the 
accused and Crown guar¬ 
anteeing good behaviour, in 
exchange to having the 
charges dropped, said 
Crown prosecutor Danny 
Elliott. 

Darcy Doyle was sched¬ 
uled to be in court on the 
charges on March 1 when 
the charges were going to 
be withdrawn, he said.

Your management choices this 
season will not only impact your 
grass and livestock profit centers 
this year, but for future years as 
well. A beef cow has to eat but 
there’s more than one way to feed 
it and better management of a feed 
delivery system will improve your 
bottom line. 

Brian Perillat, livestock pro¬ 
duction economist, Alberta Agri¬ 
culture, Food and Rural Develop¬ 
ment in Edmonton, says, “The 
cheapest feed source is the 
vegetation the cows can harvest 
themselves in a healthy pasture. 
Making adjustments to increase 
carrying capacity or get an extra 
20 days of grazing is worth 
analyzing.” 

Perillat and colleagues recently 
analyzed livestock production data 
collected through the Alberta 
Agriculture Agri-Profits Program 
from 1996 to 2001. Their analysis 
shows that top producers manage 


their grass as well as their costs 
in their pasture enterprises. These 
producers are able to graze about 
50 percent more animal units per 
acre and at a lower cost per acre. 

If an average producer and a 
top producer graze a similar piece 
of pasture, the top producer nets 
substantially more value from 
grazing. “Producers have started 
to see that grass can be worth $30 
per AUM (Animal Unit Month) 
or more. That gives you something 
to balance your costs against,” 
says Perillat. 

Top producers made 3.5 times 
as much as average producers 
when returns minus expenses 
were tallied up on a per-acre basis 
on alfalfa/grass and native 
grassland. Profit ratios for top 
producers in tame and tame/ 
native grass were even more 
dramatic. 

Arnold Mattson, AAFC-PFRA 
rural development officer in 


Edmonton, offers this observation: 
“Unlike grain where the product 
is planted, grown, harvested and 
sold, ranchers plant grass, graze 
it and sell beef. That’s where the 
confusion comes in. Usually the 
livestock take the credit for the 
profits.” Survey results indicate 
that producers know exact costs 
and returns per animal, but are 
less knowledgeable about returns 
on pasture and land. 

Mattson and colleagues have 
developed the Wealthy Rancher 
Calculator, which is available on 
the AAFC Web site (see below). A 
producer inserts figures into the 
calculator and gets a breakdown 
of current returns for each profit 
center. Possible changes can also 
be inserted to get a preview of pos¬ 
sible results. The calculator also 
reveals when a producer is likely 
to lose money and may be better 
off renting the land. 

Vern Baron, AAFC research 
scientist at Lacombe, Alberta has 
also confirmed the financial 
benefits of productive grassland. 
He stocked a native grassland site 
at 0.7 yearlings per acre for 100 
days and got a 2 pound daily gain. 
His net return was $57 an acre, 
including $23 per acre for land, 
$12 for the cattle and $22 for the 


grass. 

On improved pasture nearby, 
Baron stocked 1.85 yearlings per 
acre for 110 days and got a gain 
of 2.2 pounds a day. His net return 
increased to $194 an acre, 
including $20 for land, $80 for 
cattle and $94 for the grass. 

Every rancher it seems has 
different combinations of grains, 
forages, livestock and 
management techniques that 
make each ranch unique with dif¬ 
ferent sets of numbers. “But in the 
profit centers they come out pretty 
close,” he says. 

“Managed properly, you can 
double the carrying capacity of 
most tame pasture and the capac¬ 
ity of most native pastures by 50 
percent,” says Mattson. “You can 
increase net return on grass by 
$80 an acre just in return for 
managing the grass.”

Important Key to Pasture Productivity

Alberta cattle producers will be 
looking for every advantage in 
2004 to increase grass production 
and graze cattle longer. 

During Pasture Rejuvenation 
Month in March, pasture experts 
in industry and Alberta 
Agriculture Food and Rural 
Development (AAFRD) are offer¬ 
ing cattle producers some practical 
recommendations on how to 
increase grass production. 

Improving pasture fertility is 
one of the key recommendations 
found on the new comprehensive 
web site for cattle producers at 
www.foragebeef.ca. Information 
posted on the site highlights the 
importance of using soil tests, in 
combination with the history of a 
pasture, to decide if fertilization is 
necessary. 

“Fertility is very important,” 
says Ross Hutchison, head of the 
Forage and Horse Unit with the 
Alberta Agriculture Branch in 
Lacombe. “A grass crop removes 
30 lbs of nitrogen for every tonne 
of forage produced. Grass plants 
also remove about 12 lbs of 
phosphorous per tonne. 

That has to be replaced some¬ 
how - whether it’s nutrient cycling 
by rotating your cattle throughout 
the pasture, or adding artificial fer¬ 
tilizers, or adding some legumes 
to the stand.” 

Soil tests and forage analysis 
are used to monitor mineral 
nutrients in the soil and to see if 
the nutrients are being taken up 
bv the plants. 

Test results also include ferti¬ 
lizer recommendations based on 
field history and planned use. 
However, the amount of recycled 
nutrients provided by grazing ani¬ 
mals must also be taken into 
consideration. 

Greg Griffin with the North 
Peace Forage Association in 
Fairview, Alberta, says that a 
grazing management plan is 
needed to make any fertilizer 
application worthwhile. 

“It doesn’t make sense to pour 
on the fertilizer without first 


improving your grazing 
management,” says Griffin. “In 
order to have a healthy nutrient 
cycle on pasture, you need 
nutrients to cycle. 

Many over-grazed pastures will 
have less than 2 lbs per acre of 
nitrogen available. Without a 
plan, your expensive fertilizer 
could end up in the trees or around 
the watering bowl.”

Forage Beef Group, says that on 
over-grazed, nitrogen-deficient 
pastures, nitrogen first goes into 
root growth. “This, in 
conjunction with good grazing 
management, will create a more 
productive pasture the year 
following fertilization.” 

Studies show that fertilizing a 
vigorous pasture late in the fall 
or early in the spring will permit 
a one to two week earlier start to 
the grazing season. Also vigorous 
plants recover from grazing 
incident about twice its fast as non- 
vigorous. 

“This all works together as 
fertilizing reduces plant recovery 


time by enhancing plant vigor and 
water-use efficiency,” says 
Lastiwka. 

“Studies on native rangeland 
have shown a 57 r /< increase in 
water-use efficiency following a 
nitrogen application and ll'T 
following a phosphorous applica¬ 
tion. Interestingly, when both ni¬ 
trogen and phosphorous were 
applied together, water-use 
efficiency was increased by 12CKT.” 

Producers are encouraged to 
take time during Pasture Rejuve¬ 
nation Month in March to do 
some pasture planning for in¬ 
creased health and greater produc¬ 
tivity

QUESTION: My husband drinks excessively. Aside from 
getting help for my family what should I do specifically for 
him? How on earth am I going to get him to go to Alcoholics 
Anonymous or some similar treatment program? He is deep 
in denial and couldn’t make a rational decision to save his 
life. How am I going to get him to cooperate? 

DR. DOBSON: You’re right about the difficulties you 
face. Begging won’t accomplish anything, and your husband 
will be dead before he admits he has a problem. Indeed, 
thousands die each year while denying that they are 
alcoholics. That’s why Al-Anon teaches family members 
how to confront in love. They learn how to remove the 
support systems that prop up the disease and permit it to 
thrive. They are shown how and when to impose 
ultimatums that force the alcoholic to admit his or her 
need for help. And sometimes, they recommend separation 
until the victim is so miserable that his denial will no longer 
hold up. In essence, Al-Anon teaches its own version of the 
“love must be tough” philosophy to family members who 
must implement it. I asked Bob, a recovered alcoholic, if he 
was forced to attend Alcoholics Anonymous — the program 
that put him on the road to recovery. He said: “Let me put 
it this way. No one goes to AA just because they’ve nothing 
better to do that evening. Everyone there has been forced 
to attend initially. You just don’t say ‘On Monday night 
we watched a football game and on Tuesday we went to the 
movies. So what will we do on Wednesday? How about going 
over to an AA meeting?’ It doesn’t work that way Yes, I 
was forced — forced by my own misery. My wife, Pauline, 
allowed me to be miserable for my own good. It was loving 
duress that moved me to attend.” Though it may sound 
easy to achieve, the loving confrontation that brought Bob 
to his senses was a delicate manoeuvre. I must re-empha¬ 
size that families should not attempt to implement it on 
their own initiative. Without the training and assistance 
of professional support groups, the encounter could degen¬ 
erate into a hateful, vindictive, name-calling battle that 
would serve only to solidify the drinker’s position. Al-Anon 
Family Groups and Alcoholics Anonymous are both listed 
in local phone books. Also to be found there is a number of 
the Council on Alcoholism, which can provide further guid¬ 
ance. For teenagers with alcoholic parents, there is Alateen. 
Teens can go there and share without their parents’ per¬ 
mission or knowledge, and it’s free. 


QUESTION: If a man and woman really love each other, 
won’t that hold their marriage steady when the storms 


DR. DOBSON: Not necessarily — and certainly not if 
you are thinking of love as a romantic feeling. Feeling 
wonderful about each other does not make two people 
compatible over the long haul. Many couples assume the 
excitement of their courtship will continue for the rest of 
their lives. That never occurs! It is naive to expect two 
unique individuals to mesh together like a couple of 
machines and to remain exhilarated throughout life. Even 
gears have multiple cogs with rough edges to be honed 
before they will work in concert. That honing process 
usually occurs in the first year or two of marriage. The 
foundation for all that is to follow is laid in those critical 
months. What often happens at this time is a dramatic 
struggle for power in the relationship. Who will lead? Who 
will follow? Who will determine how the money is spent? 
Who will get his or her way in times of disagreement? 
Everything is up for grabs in the beginning, and the way 
these early decisions are made will set the stage for the 
future.
